LOS ANGEl ES - The Board of Super­ 
visors Tuesday passed a S3 billion bud- 
gci. reflecting a 10-cent drop in the tax 
rate, and including a $4,662,200 appro­ 
priation for the completion of Bonelli 
Park in San Dimas. 
The Bonelli Park money will come 
from federal revenue sharing funds. Su­ 
pervisors estimated that by using cash 
rath er than Iona term bond,-., the county 
will save about %o\/2 million in interest. 
The ne w county tax rate was fixed at 
$3.9268 per $100 of assessed valuation, 
10.04 cents below the present tax rate, and 
17.26 cents below the original proposal of 
Chief Administrative Officer Arthur G.

Trade Commission (FTC) official told 
Congress

structure of the oil industry has helped 
create the gasoline shortage. 
Ihe same industry, added Jam es T. 
Halverson, director of the FTC’s Bureau 
of Competition, may have engaged in a 
conspiracy to make it appear there is a 
shortage of natural gas. 
The FTC is prepared to recommend 
antitrust action against eight of the m a­ 
jor oil firms, the Washington Star-News 
said today, crediting its report to con­ 
gressional sources. 
Halverson, in testimony before a Sen­ 
ate Judiciary subcommittee, did not fore­ 
cast FTC action but he said that on the 
basis of a lengthy FTC investigation of 


the energy shortage, "the staff of the 
Bureau of Competition has preliminarily 
concluded that 
the structure, conduct 
and perform ance of the petroleum in­ 
dustry raises serious antitrust issues." 
He âdded. “The industry is highly con­ 
centrated at the refinery level and the 
barriers to entry at that level are over­ 
whelming.” 
“ Since early this year, the Bureau ol 
Competition staff has been receiving, 
with increasing frequency, reports of in­ 
dependent 
(gasoline) 
m arketers 
who 
have been forced to clu^e some or even 
all of their stations,” Halverson said. 
“ We are concerned that unless someth­ 
ing is done quickly, irreparable harm 
may result.” 
He said “our investigation suggests 


that activities by the major integrated 
petroleum companies have had signifi­ 
cant anticompetitive efiects. Their con­ 
trol ot refinery capacity and pipelines 
also constitutes a significant competitive 
problem in the oil industry and con­ 
tributes to the independents’ present dif­ 
ficulty.” 
Halverson said that in the Eastern 
Lnited Slates and on the Gulf Coast, 
where 50 per cent of all U.S. gasoline is 
sold to cor, timers, the eight largest oil 
refiners have “ more than 65 per cent of 
tin* refinery capacity. Since 1950, despite 
the fact that the demand for gasoline has 
almost doubled, there has been virtually 
no new entry into the industry. As a re­ 
sult. concentration has remained prac­ 
tically unchanged.”

“ Although no conclusive evidence has 
been found as yet of an actual con­ 
spiracy to under report reserves, the in­ 
vestigation has revealed that the proce­ 
dure for reporting reserves through a 
subcommittee composed of employes of 
m ajor producers might provide the ve­ 
hicle for such a conspiracy," Halverson 
added. 
In some cases, he said, internal oil 
company documents show gas reserves 
twice that of what the companies listed 
for the government in asking for rate in­ 
creases.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - President Ni­ 
xon today vetoed legislation to cut off 
funds for the bombing of Cambodia. Sen­ 
ate Democratic Leader Mike Mansfield 
angrily warned that Nixon would be res­

grinding to a halt if he persists in the air 
war. 
Nixon rejected a $3.3 billion supple­ 
m ental appropriations bill containing a- 
strong provision barring the use of ap­ 
propriated funds for further m ilitary ac­ 
tivity “ in, over or from the shores of” 
Laos and Cambodia. 
Mansiield said Congress would keep at­ 
taching the sam e amendment —which 
was sponsored by Sen. Thomas F. Eagle- 
ton, D-Mo. —to every available bill. 
“ W ere going 
to put the 
Eagleton 


amendment on more bills,” he said. “ If 
he doesn’t want to stop the bombing, but 
wants to stop the government, it’s up to 
him ,” Mansfield said. 
The m ajority leader said he saw no 
way out of the constitutional crisis short 
of a decision by Nixon to end the air 
war. 
As for the supplemental bill, he said it 
was “up to the House” whether an at­ 
tempt would be made to override Nixon’s 
veto. Judging from antiw ar votes re­ 
corded this week, the House does not 
have the two-thirds majority to override 
the President, although the Senate pro­ 
bably does. 
Mansfield said there was no chance 
that another supplemental bill would be 
drafted with the antiw ar language de­ 
leted.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Frederick C. 
LaRue, a key official in President Ni­ 
xon’s re-election campaign, pleaded guilty 
today to a single count charging him 
with conspiracy to obstruct justice in the 
W atergate case. 
In a surprise development. LaRue, who 
was assistant to former Attorney Gener­ 
al John N. Mitchell on the Committee for 
the Re-election of the President, waived 
indictment and entered his guilty plea. 
Chief U.S. District Judge John J. Si­ 
rica, who presided at 
the 
Watergate 
trial, accepted the plea bv the millio­ 
naire Mississippi land developer who has 
been linked to the bugging and break-in 
of Democratic national headquarters and 
a subsequent cover-up. Sirica deferred 
sentencing until after further indictments 
and trials of unidentified additional Wa­ 
tergate figures. 
LaRue told Sirica he was waiving in­ 
dictment and 
pleading .guilty 
to 
the 
single charge in exchange for his cooper­ 
ation in the W atergate investigation. 
Sirica placed LaRue in the custody of 
his attorney, Fred Benson Jr., until he 
receives a report that would indicate 
what amount of bail he should set. 
Before accepting the surprise guiltv 
plea, Sirica read an “ information” alleg­ 
ing continued cover-up actions starting 
shortly after the W atergate break-in on 
June 17, 1972, and continuing until the 
end of the year. 
It accused LaRue of plotting fal>e re­ 
ports to inve>tigators and passing money 
to buy the silence oi the seven Watergate 
participants who already have been con­ 
victed. 
LaRue himseif w*as never formally in­ 
dicted. During the brief proceeding, Si­ 
rica advised LaRue that he could lake

Environmental impact study 
New O IA runway is proposed

ONTARIO — The most positive step to 
reduce the noise impact at Ontario inter­ 
national Airport is to construct another 
runway. 
While this will result in a greater num­ 
ber of operations by 1985, the net result 
will be a decrease in both noise and air 
pollution 
These findings were included in the 
Northrup Corp.’s environmental impact 
study of a proposed second runway at 
the airport. 
“ Continued operation of the airport, 
with the current mix and type of air­ 
craft, will result in significantly greater 
noise and air pollution by 1985, The exist­ 
ing runwray can accommodate only the 
relaiively light but noisy aircraft that ex­ 
cludes the heavier, quieter aircraft such 


as the Boeing 747, the L-1011, and the 
DC-10,” the study said. 
“ Therefore, the continued existence of 
only 
one 
runway 
will 
have 
an 
in­ 
creasingly adverse noise im pact.” 
1 he study also poses the possibility of 
relocating residents now living in high 
noise impact areas, with cities benefiting 
economically from the airport and air­ 
line passengers through a “ head tax” 
sharing the costs. The total cost is ex­ 
pected to exceed $50 million. 
Copies of the six volume, 600-page re­ 
port, were presented today to the Los 
Angeles Board of Airport Commissioners 
The study was made in compliance with 
federal, state and local regulations in 
volving environmental statutes. 
The airport commission had authorized 
a contract with Northrup in May ol 1971. 
Completion, however, was delayed pen­ 


ding acceptance by the Federal Aviation 
Administration of an airport sound eva­ 
luation system. 
Northrop utilized in its study the Air­ 
craft Sound Description System (ASDA), 
as recommended by FAA officials. 
The proposed project is to construct a 
new 10,200-foot runway parallel to the 
present east-west runway, with the new 
runway’s threshhold being located 2,200 
feet eastw ard of the existing runway. 
The eastw ard shift will reduce airplane 
nci^e and pollution levels over populated 
areas in take-offs to the west. 
Also included in the project would be a 
2,200 easterly extension of the current 
runway and construction ol associated 
runways. 
In dealing with the noise problem, 
Northrup presented 
and 
analwed 
al­ 
ternatives to the proposed plan. They 


were: closing the airport, constraining 
the airport to its current level, alternate 
airport sites, and operation procedure 
changes. 
Closing the airport is not a realistic 
alternative because of significant eco­ 
nomic losses and the increased environ­ 
mental impact the diverted air and sur­ 
face traffic would have in the area of 
other airports, the ^tudy indicated. 
While an amount of noLe control could 
be achieved through limiting operations, 
there would bo side effects of passenger 
inconvenience, added costs to people in 
the airport service area, and a transfer 
of noise impact to other airports, it ad­ 
ded.

nities having to investigate

bility of acoustical modification. 
One alternative to acoustical correction 
is relocation, it states. “ The most serious 
noise exposure occurs at the west end of 
the airport property. Most of the resi­ 
dents at the w estern end of the runway 
are M exican-American. 
“Their major objection to relocation is 
the potential destruction of their cultural 
identity. The city could establish a new 
Mexican-American com m unity at some 
location outside ot the noise im pact area 
and attempt to persuade the residents to 
move to it,” it states. 
“ Persuasion could take the form of an 
offer to buy out the residents in order to 
provide 
purchasing 
power 
for

homes, or offer to move the existing 
homes, where feasible, to the new loca­ 
tions.”

—Since the City of O ntario reap- the 
economic benefits, the city could con­ 
tribute annually a portion of its revenues 
directly attributable to the presence of 


the airport. 
To a lesser extent, each ot the sur­ 
rounding 
cities 
benefits 
economically. 
These cities could also contribute annual­ 
ly a portion of their airport related reve­ 
nues. The establishm ent of a M etropoli­ 
tan Area Airport Council with lim ited as­ 
sessin g power could serve as a m eans to 
im plem ent the proposal.

CHINO — The City Council 
Tuesday night voted to in­ 
crease the fee schedule for 
many city services. 
But President Nixon’s price 
freeze may delay these going 
into effect. 
“We will have to wait until 
the county counsel’s 
office 
makes a ruling,” said Robert 
Fast, city manager. “Since 
this involves new fees, we 
must 
wait 
until 
Phase 
4 
guidelines are established.” 
Officials 
proposed 
raising 
service fees to make the dif­ 
ferent services more self sup­ 
porting, finance future expan­ 
sions, and replace some exist­ 
ing equipment. 
The revised fee schedule is 
expected to produce $103.000 
more revenue during the next 
fiscal year. 
Services with fees to be 
hiked include water, sewer, 
building, engineering, plann­ 
ing and refuse collection. 
The City Council postponed 
revising the business license 
s c h e d u l e pending further 
studies. 
The new water rate will 
cost the average household 
about 75 cents per month, 
said Fast. The increase will 
range from 11 to 25 per cent, 
with an average of 13 per 
cent. 


The schedule provides a $3 
minimum for the first 800 
cubic feet of water, 21 cents 
per cubic feet, from 800 to 5,- 
000 cubic feet; and 15 cents 
per cubic foot over 5,000. 
The new 
monthly 
sewer 
fees will be $2.25 per resi­ 
dence, $4.50 for commercial 
customers, and seven cents 
per student at schools. 
Fees collected by the build­ 
ing, planning and engineering 
departments are intended to 
recover costs associated with 
the services rendered. These 
will vary according to serv­ 
ices performed. 
In a related matter, the 
Ci t y 
Council 
approved 
a 
request by Western 
Refuse 
Hauling, Inc., to increase its 
collection fees. The new rate 
is $2.50 for single family resi­ 
dences, $2 for multiple resi­ 
dences, and a 15-per-cent hike 
for commercial and industrial 
customers. 
Fast reported that Western 
officials had sought an exten­ 
sion to their current contract 
because of the proposed pur­ 
chase of new equipment to 
“meet the gorwing needs of 
city.” 
the council directed Fast to 
prepare a proposed contract 
for later presentation. 
Several 
businessmen 
ap­ 
peared at the public hearing 
to protest a proposed increase 


in the business license fees. A 
petition with 73 signatures 
was also presented. 
At present, fees are based 
on the number of employes 
each business or firm em­ 
ployes. 
The city staff presented an 
alternative proposal where re­ 
tail and wholesale concerns 
would be charged according 
to gross receipts; profession­ 
al, semiprofessional and busi­ 
ness services, number of per­ 
sons; contractors, amount of 
work performed; and manu­ 
facturing, 
number 
of 
em­ 
ployes. 
In a letter, the Chino Cham­ 
ber of Commerce requested a 
delay to allow further study. 
Several persons who spoke 
at the hearing criticzed the 
city’s lack of enforcement of 
the collection of business li­ 
cense fees. 
James Bruno, owner of a 
nursery, said he had volun­ 
teered to collect the license 
fees but was rejected. 
Sam Heap, a service station 
operator, said under the alter­ 
nate proposal he would pay 
as much in license fees as a 
bank because of the high vol­ 
ume of gasoline sold. 
In another matter, the City 
Council adopted a $3.7 million 
budget which reflects the pre­ 
sent $1.55 property tax rate.

Violence at schools is 
package plan' target 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) — A three-bill package designed to 
prevent violence in California schools by banning clubs and 
most kmves and restricting access to school grounds has been 
easily approved by the Senate Finance Committee. 
The measures by Sen. Dennis E. Carpenter, R-Newport 
Beach, were sent to the full Senate Tuesday with no debate. 
One bill (SB95) would make it illegal to carry bars, pipes 
and other types of clubs, or knives with blades longer than two 
inches on school grounds, including the state colleges and the 
University of California. It was approved 10-0. 
Another (SB96 would make it a crime for suspended or ex­ 
pelled students and employes to re-enter school grounds if 
their dismissal was based originally on a disruption of school 
activities. Currently, such provisions exist only for institutions 
of higher learning. It was approved 9-0. 
The final measure (SB97) allowed school districts to establ­ 
ish requirements that all visitors must first check in with the 
principal’s office. It was endorsed 9-1.

more than asked for by Gov. 
Ronald Reagan.

T u e s d a y by Assemblyman 
Willie L. Brown Jr., b-San 
Francisco, 
key 
Assembly 
member of the two-house bud­ 
get conference committee. 
Sen. Randolph Collier, D-Y- 
reka, chairman of the com­ 
mittee, had said earlier the 
proposed state budget, the na­ 
tion’s largest, totalled $9.22 
billion, nearly $80 million less 
than the $9.3 billion requested 
by Reagan. 
The statement made it ap­ 
pear lawmakers had become 
more frugal 
than 
Reagan, 
who prides himself on his 
“ cut, squeeze and trim” fis­ 
cal philosophy. 
Brown said the latest figure 


reflected additions made to 
the budget since Collier of­ 
fered his estimate a week 
ago. 


The proposed budget is now 
$27 million more than the 
nearly 
$9.4 
billion version 
passed by the Assembly. The 
Senate’s budget bill was $9.09 
billion, according to Collier. 
The state’s current budget is 
$7.7 billion. 


The proposed budget con­ 
tains 
generous 
salary 
in­ 
creases for state employes, 
the largest state school aid in­ 
crease in history, $1.3 million 
for a new governor’s mansion 
and $54.3 million for park ac­ 
quisition. 
Another $82 million is set 
aside for reconstruction of the 
g o 1 d e n-domed, 104-vear-old 
Capitol and construction of a 
new twin-tower legislative of­ 
fice building sought by Col­ 
lier. 
The $82 million is not in­ 
cluded in the $9.42 total be­ 


cause it will require sparate 
legislation to be utilized. 
Brown said he expected to 
take up the budget in the As­ 
sembly for passage Thursday, 
only three days before the 
current budget expires and 
the new one is supposed to 
take effect. The Senate will 
then consider the proposal. 
Lawmakers have already 
i g n o r e d the constitutional 
deadline—June 
15—for 
the 
legislature to send the budget 
to Reagan. 
One assemblyman, Robert 
H . B u r k e , 
R-Huntington 
Beach, denounced his fellow 
l a w m a k e r s for “ playing 
games” with the budget in an 
attempt to prevent Reagan 
from having sufficient time to 
consider the measure. 
The conference committee 
received the budget June 11 
and 
officially 
approved

Monday. Some details of the 
complex proposal were made 
available Tuesday newsmen 
and legislators.

some other first - degree mur­ 
ders. 
Among the opposition wit­ 
nesses was a psychiatrist, Dr. 
Louis West, medical director 


for the Neuro Psychiatric In­ 
stitute at UCLA, who said the 
death penalty “ breeds mur­ 
der. It is a temptation to 
kill.” 


West said that as an Air 
Force major he officiated at 
the hanging of a serviceman 
at Fort Ames'in Iowa in 1952. 
Before the hanging he said, 
he was a “ law and order” 
person. But when the man hit 
the end of the rope and it 
took him 12 minutes and 23 
seconds to die, “ I changed 
my mind.” 
F a t h e r Arthur Harrison, 
chaplain at San Quentin Pri­ 
son, said he was opposed to 
any form of capital punish­ 


ment and disputed the con­ 
tention that it was needed to 
protect prison guards and em­ 
ployes from inmates. 
“ If any inmate wants to kill 
an employe or officer,” he 
said, “ he could do it anytime 
he wants and there would be 
no witnesses.” He cited “ the 
convicts’ code” in which no 
inmate ever volunteers to be 
a witness against another in­ 
mate. 


Urging the committee to 
approve death penalty legisla­ 
tion wras Kenneth W. Bitte­ 
role, a Los Angeles policeman 
and leader of the Los Angeles 
Police Protective League rep­ 
resenting 8,000 officers.

The death rate of young Cali­ 
fornia adults is on the rise 
due to violence, accidents and 
cancer after steadily declin­ 
ing over a 100-year period un­ 
til the mid-1950s, according to 
a state report. 
Earl W. Brian, director of 
the state Health and Welfare 
Agency, said the jump “ sug­ 
gests an increase in delibe­ 
rate risk taking behavior by 
both sexes, such as drug use, 
participation in hazardous oc­ 
cupations and recreation, and 
the adoption of some modes 
oi 
living inimical to good 
health.” 


1 he report, issued by the 
s t a t e Health 
Department 
Tuesday, said mortality rates 
in California began to level 
off in the mid-1950s, after a 
century of rapid decline. 
“ The unexpected end of the 
era of steadily falling death 
rates was associated with a 
marked increase 
in 
death 
r a t e s for teen-agers and 
young adults,” said the 177- 
page report. 
“ Death rate increases of 10 
to 25 per cent for both males 
and temales between the ages 
of 15 and 40 were registered, 
mostly caused by accidents 
and violence,” it added. “ Mo­ 
tor vehicle accidents were 
only marginally responsible 
for the upswing.” 


Magee trial 


proceedings 


are stopped 


SAN JOSE (UPI) - The 
state Court of Appeal Tues­ 
day stayed all trial proceed­ 
ings involving San Quentin 
convict Ruchell Magee. 
The appellate court acted 
on a writ of prohibition filed 
by defense attorney Robert 
farrow last Thursday. The 
court ordered all proceedings 
halted in the second sched­ 
uled trial of Magee. 24. on 
charges of aggravated kid­ 
naping in connection with the 
Allgust 1970 shootout at the 
Marin County Civic Center 
that left a judge and three 
other persons dead. 
Magee’s first trial on mur­ 
der, conspiracy and kidnap 
charges ended in a hung jury 
in San Francisco. 
“ What they (appellate judg­ 
es) are saying is that there is 
sufficient merit in the writ to 
halt proceedings,” said Car- 
row. 


In his writ, Carrow argued 
that the aggravated kidnaping 
' harge should be dismissed 
because it involves double 
jeopardy forbidden 
by 
the 
U.S. 
Constitution. 
He 
sub­ 
mitted a statement from Ber­ 
nard Suares, foreman of the 
lury that tried Magee, which 
said the panel voted 12-0 to 
acquit Magee on the charge

The other boat, the 40-foot 
New Zealand ketch Spirit of 
Peace, is skippered by Ber­ 
nard Rhodes of Lancashire, 
England.

tests said the Spirit ot Peace 
crew had exhausted most sup­ 
plies and was down to baked 
heans and flour and two cups 
of water a day.

Dean testified that the FBI 
conducted an investigation of 
CBS Washington correspond­ 
ent Daniel Schorr on orders 
oi then White House chief of 
staff H. R. Haldeman.

said, had in mind a discreet 
investigation of Schorr which 


would not become public. 
“ Mr. Hoover (former FBI 
Director J. 
Edgar Hoover) 
proceeded with the investiga­ 
tion,” Dean said. “ But to the 
dismay of the White House, 
he did a fuil-field, a wide- 
open investigation and this 
became apparent. So it put 
the White House in the posi­ 
tion of having to come up 
with an explanation.”

New terminal, runway rénovation 
Chino Airport work eyed 


CHINO — The Chino Air­ 
port is about to undergo a 
major face-lifting operation. 
Officials of the San Bernar­ 
dino County facility propose 
spending $300,000 during the 
next fiscal year on a variety 
of projects. 
These range from rebuild­ 
ing one runway, extending the 
other, and doing preliminary 
design work on a modem ter­ 
minal building. 
Some work is a “ carryo­ 
ver” from last year w'hile oth­ 
ers are being considered in 
the new county budget, said 
R.S. Goodman, aviation direc­ 
tor. 
The major project involves 
the main runway. The center 
portion was built under World 
War II conditions, and no 
work has been done since, he 
explained. 
Goodman proposes rebuild­ 
ing a 4.500-foot center portion 
and providing an overlay on 
1.500 feet of runway at either 
end. The latter portions were 
constructed after the war. 
Closure of the 6,000-foot-long 
runway will be necessary dur­ 
ing the work. “ We would ex­ 
pect the work to take a week 
to 10 days to complete,” said 
Goodman. 


Cost is estimated at $182,- 
752, with this to include feder­ 
al, state and county funds. 
“ We also plan to extend the 
east-west (crosswind) runway 
$1,200 feet to the west,” he 
added. “ We will be moving 
the runway into the middle of 
the airport and thus eliminate 
the need for a clear zone on 
the east side of the facility.” 
The project is expected to 
be done this fall. Cost is esti­ 
mated at $101.000. 
Another 
project 
involves 
consruction of a short tax­ 
iway from the T-hangers to 
the main runway. Airplanes 
would then go directly to the 
runway and thus by-pass the 
control tower. 
The runway would also give 
planes landing a new place to 
turn off the runway. Cost is 
estimated at $20.000. 
New lights are proposed to 
be installed on the south side 
of the hangars to help with 
security. The cost will be 
about $10.000. 
Goodman reported the new 
budget includes $4,000 for re- 
alightment of a 
perimeter 
fence at the south end of 
Kimball Avenue. 
C o u n t y supervisors this 
week approved a 
contract 


with an architectural firm to 
prepare a preliminary sketch 
of a new terminal building, he 
added. 
Also proposed is a single­ 
story structure with about 5,- 
000 square feet of floor area. 
“ We have a tentative inquiry 
from a governmental agency 
in Ontario regarding rental 
space,” he noted. 
“ We plan to discuss with 
the agency its office needs 
and rental limitations.” The 
building is proposed to be lo-

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The doctor comments 
Injections of serum 
from boils healing

D EAR DR. LAM B—I was 
interested 
in 
your 
column 
about boils, and it reminded 
me of my case. I’m 75 now. 
About 55 years ago 1 used to 
get large boils on my hands 
and arms. The doctor was a 
member of the club 1 still be­ 
long to and made a serum 
from the pus in my boils. He 
gave me three or four injec­ 
tions of the serum. I don’t 
recollect 
how- 
many 
days 
apart, but the bcils disap­ 
peared forever. T wonder why 
the same remedy can t be 
applied today. 


Dear Reader — Your letter 
touches on an interesting fa­ 
cet of medical history. The di­ 
rection 
of 
medicine, 
like 
most other areas of science, 
follows the course of events. 
Fifty-five years ago we didn’t 
have antibiotics, and before 
the days of antibiotics great 
efforts were made toward de­ 
veloping 
’’stock 
vaccines.” 
T h e s e were made pretty 
much as you describe them. 
It was a natural outgrowth of 
developing a smallpox 
vac­ 
cine from cow pox, and the 
whole idea was to cause the 
body to develop an immunity 
to different infectious agents. 
With the development of anti­ 
biotics and their remarkable 
effectivenness. work in this 
area 
was 
minimized, 
com­ 
pared to what might have re­ 
sulted. The usual approach is 
to u-»0 antibiotics instead of 
worrying about the possibility 
of using a “ stock vaccine.” 


Possibly without antibiotics 
there would have been many 
m o r e 
vaccines 
developed, 
which in turn might have pro­ 
duced better results in pre- 
venting diseases. Immediately 
the dream of many investiga- 
t o r s 
of 
venereal 
disease 
comes to mind — the thought 
of 
ha\ing 
a 
vaccine 
that 
would 
immunize 
a 
person 
against having the various ve­ 
nereal diseases. If a person 


could be successfully vacci- 


naeted against the possibility 


of developing gonorrhea 
or 


syphilis, and perhaps other 


venereal diseases, it 
would 


certainly be a great boom to 


mankind. This is not a new or 


original idea, and there has 
been considerable work done 
on it, and no doubt someday 
this will be accomplished. 


DEAR DR. LAM B - I 
am 51 years old. and because 
of stomach, heart, and liver 
trouble, along with the ten­ 
dency toward diabetes, I quit 
all alcoholic beverages com­ 
pletely. I also quit smoking 
eight years ago. 


My doctor told me coffee 
was also bad. so I cut down 
to two cups a day. When I 
told him I was drinking tea 
he said tea was almost as 
bad as coffee. 


I am not yet in a wheel­ 
chair by any means, but I 
would like to live as long as 
p o s s i b l e . Without gener­ 
alizations. Dr. Lamb, could 
you tell me. on a scale of ten. 
the relative danger there is to 
a person with my medical 
problems of drinking tea ver­ 
sus coffee. 


Dear Reader — It depends 
on how' it’s made. Your doc­ 
tor comment is based on the 
fact that both tea and coffee 
contain caffeine and related 
drugs. As ordinarily brewed, 
a cup of coffee contains about 
twice as much caffeine as 
does a cup of tea. This has to 
be a generalization because 
some people drink weak tea 
and others drink strong cof­ 
fee. But that’s your ballpark 
figure 
to 
guide 
you. 
You 
might 
consider 
trying 
de­ 
caffeinated coffee. In the in­ 
terest of keeping your weight 
under 
control 
and 
limiting 
your fat and sweet intake, if 
you were going to use very 
much of it, it might be a good

In 197! I purchased a freezer in a Dallas, Tex., store. In 197? I 
moved to California and the freezer stopped working. 
The warranty was lost in the move. I wrote to the store and 
said I would appreciate its looking into the matter since the 
company repairman told me it would cost approximately $63 to 
repair the freezer without a warranty but if I had the warranty 
it would cost only for the service call. I received no answer. 
My next mistake was to call local repair people and ask them 
to have a look at the freezer. They picked up the freezer for 
repairs and told me the cost would be about $70. It turned out to 
be $60.60. We received the supposedly repaired freezer Sept. 13, 
1972. On Dec. 25, 1972, while we were away for Christmas, the 
freezer stopped working and ruined about $200 worth of food. 
We called the repair firm again since we felt the charge of 
$80.60 was expensive considering the freezer only cost about $130 
and the firm guaranteed its work. The freezer was picked up in 
early January and the firm still has it. 
We were told the firm could not repair the freezer but would 
refund our $80.60. They said if they made the refund, they would 
have to keep the freezer because of parts installed. We still have 
not received the relund or the freezer. 
I am in hopes of not having to go to court over the matter so I 
hope vou can help me. — T. D., Montclair. 


Answering our letter, a representative ol the repair firm cal­ 
led us and said you would get a check for $80.70 and an apology. 
He said he had tried to settle this m atter with you directly but 
had difficulty getting you on the phone. 
He stated that the steel tubing in your freezer is bad and the 
cost of retubing is prohibitive. He also pointed out that the bill 
he sent you notes an estim ate of $75 to $85 for repair work,' not 
$70.

POMONA — Positive action in areas 
of possible computer use and recreation 
programming flowed from a snappy, 70- 
minute meeting Tuesday afternoon of the 
school board and City Council at the 
council chamber. 
Following a discussion into the possi­ 
bility of the school district’s utilization of 
city computers, staffs ol 
both bodies 
were instructed to make a feasibility stu­ 
dy of such a move. 
G arrett C. Nichols, assistant super­ 
intendent of business services tor the 
school district, said he didn’t think such 
a move would save the district any mo­ 
ney “ but it might allow the district to do 
things it hadn’t been able to afford in the 
past” due to the type of equipment the 
city has. 
Currently the school district is under a 


$G0.000-a-year 
contract 
for 
computer 
service with Claremont schools. 
City recreation director Jack Hoxsey 
was instructed to direct City Arty. Pat­ 
rick Sampson to apply for $8,500 in coun­ 
ty funds to underwrite costs of recreation 
programming in the Diamond Bar area. 
Hoxsey said the money, available tra­ 
ditionally ,for this purpose, 
was neces­ 
sary if the two bodies (school board raid 
City Council) wanted the recreation de­ 
partm ent to carry on a program of the 
sam e quality ih Diamond Bar as was 
planned in Pomona. 
Schools Supt. Robert E. Wentz said the 
school district planned to form a citizens 
committee in September and assign it to 
report back by March 1, 1974. on future 
planning. 
“ We would hope to have the com­ 


m ittee’s recommendations implemented 
by Septebmer of 1974,” Wentz said. 
Studies to be made by the committee 
would include areas of declining enroll­ 
ment in district schools, and the best use 
of school facilities including perhaps a 
realignment of the number of grades m 
the high schools and junior high schools. 
Wentz 
also 
said 
that 
the 
district 
planned to use Cal Poly’s environmental 
design services to research alternatives 
for a continuation hiuh school site. He 
said four areas would he considered: 
(1) cost of remodeling an existing build­ 
ing, (2) cost of building a new building, 
(3) cost of remodeling the present Park 
Avenue continuation school, and (4) cost 
of remodeling another school building for 
use by the continuation high school. 
It was noted that the school board 


regularly nominates three persons for 
appointment to the Parks and Recreation 
Commission, but that appointments are 
made by City Council. 
Hoxsey said he felt more suggestions 
from the schools would be helpful. 
City Administrator Ora E. Lam pman 
reported that some federal revenue snar­ 
ing funds had been allocated to school- 
related programs in the city. Specifical­ 
ly, he said. $10,000 had been approved to 
reopen for recreational use shops at 
three high school locations, a wood, a 
metal and an auto shop. 
And, $13,000 had been allocated Po­ 
mona Day School, a pre-schcol. 
Lampman said revenue sharing funds 
may not be spent for “educational pur­ 
poses,” as defined by the federal govern­ 
ment.

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Watergate bred 
in lawless '60s? 


Watergate has been a cruel blow to those young 


people who have been resisting the radical and 
“ counterculture'* temper of their generation, thinks 
New York Universitv profe>sor Irving Kristol. 
In the past few years, he says. >oung prx>plc have 


needed considerable courage to affirm publich not 
onl\ their support of President Nixon but of certain 
traditional Values, like patriotism. Now. he laments, 
they have been rewarded with personal humiliation 
and political shame. 
The charge is quite valid, and while it can be 


pointed out that a great mam older Americans maj 


- C^share the feelings of humiliation and shame, voting 


people, being young, no doubt feel them more acute­ 
ly. 
Yet on this question of disillusionment and deceit, 


some recent Watergate committee testimony is ex­ 
tremely pertinent. 
The witness was Jeb Stuart Magruder, former 


deputy director of the Committee for the Re-election 
of the President (and it was C R EP. let it never be 
forgotten, not the GOP. which engineered the Wa­ 
tergate break-in and other assorted depredations 
against the democratic process). 
Pressed by Sen. Howard H. Baker, R-Tenn., to 


explain why he. Magruder and the others that 
Magruder had implicated had done what they had 
done, approving burglary and then compounding ii 
with perjury, when they knew all along that it was 
wrong, Magruder spoke of a kind of erosion of mor­ 
al sense, if not common sense, in the men pledged 
lo serve the President. 
He sj>oke of witnessing “ continuing violations oi 


the law " by men like W illiam Sloane Coffin, from 
whom he had once taken a course in ethics. At a 
rally on the grounds of the Washington Monument. 
Coffin, now a chaplain at Yale University’, urged 
students to bum their draft cards and demonstrate 
against the government. 
Magruder also spoke of a “ certain atmosphere" 


„.that developed in the White House, the feeling that 
f, if the dissenters could break the law, then it was 


legitimate to fight fire with fire. 
None of this, of course, is arty detense whatsoever. 


It also ignores the vast difference between the acti­ 
vities of the antiwar dissenters, which for the most 
part were public and open, were not aimed at den­ 
ying anyone’s civil liberties and invited punishment. 
and those oi the Watergate conspirators, which wore 
secret, were a betrayal of public trust and were cap­ 
ped with elaborate attempts to cover up and evade 
responsiblity and punishment. 
Nevertheless, Magruder’s testimony is the first 


real evidence we have had of the deeper effects of 
the years of dissent. 
There never was any danger that the antiwar dis­ 
senters or even the more violent radicals could 
overthrow the government. Yet by practicing the 
breaking of the law in the name of a higher morality, 
by glorifying simple vandalism or hooliganism, by 
creating such distrust and tension on one campus 
that the National Guardsmen could turn and shoot 
down their own contemporaries, the antiwar move­ 
ment created a psychic environment in which the 
Watergate conspirators could breed. 
It w’ill remain for historians tojudge which was 


responsible for inflicting the most grievous wound 
on the body of American democracy — Watergate 
or the righteous lawlessness of the l%0s. 
Magruder at leasi told the investigating s<nators 


that he had learned that "two w’rongs don’t make a 
right." This is far more than has ever been con* 
c< ded by some of the spokesmen for Uie dissenters

WASHINGTON — In the name of

Any big corporation, which wants to 
keep on the good side of government, 
would like to have an inside man work­ 
ing in the government policy councils. 
President Nixon provided this oppor­ 
tunity for several corporations by set 
ting into motion the President’s Com 
mission on Personnel Interchange in 
1969. 
The purpose, of course, was pre­ 
sented in noble terms. There would be 
an exchange of executives between 
government and industry to teach busi­ 
nessmen the bureaucratic ropes and. 
thereby, to promote understanding. 
The Commission has been used by 
the big corporations, nowever, a- a 
Trojan Horse to infiltrate the govern­ 
ment. At least 50 top business execu­ 
tive'. will be placed this summer in 
government jobs where they may be 
able to influence decisions attecting 
their companies.

Laird: Reversing 
the power flow 


By Rowland Evans and Robert Novak 


WASHINGTON — At a long and very private dinner in Paul 
Young’s restaurant here Tuesday evening June 19, outgoing 
White House consultant John B. Connally told incoming White 
House domestic czar Melvin R. Laird about some of his frust­ 
rations, then warned: move in fast and take complete charge. 
Laird agreed that his first target must be to end the interna! 
power struggles which still threaten the post-Watergate White 
House. The vacuums created by the forced departure of H. R 
Haldeman and John Ehrlichman are far from filled. 
But an even more challenging problem, Laird and Connally 
agreed, is to reverse what they both regard as the incredible 
and dangerous flow of power from the departments and 
agencies and its concentration in the White House. 
That power flow was engineered by Haldeman and Ehrlich­ 
man over four years with the obvious consent of President 
Nixon. Thus Laird’s determination to reverse the flow of po­ 
wer. difficult enough anyway, may be made more so by the 
President himself. But even if Mr. Nixon resists, Laird's inti­ 
mates say he is committed to returning power to the depart­ 
ments and ending what he and otner politicians consider the 
most dangerous accumulation of raw and unsupervised power 
within the White House ever in peacetime. 


Ehrlichman’s iron rule. 


Laird has now counted 68 White House aides who. at the 
start of Mr. Nixon’s second term, were working directly under 
Ehrlichman and responsible only to him. It was the huge statf 
which gave Erhltchman sole control over the entire domestic 
side ot the federal government. He ruled it, both Connally and 
Laird discovered, with an iron hand. 
Thus, Connally intimates have told Laird that Ehrlichman's 
ouster of James E. Akins as top White House staffer on the 
energy crisis was dictated by Ehrlichman’s fear that Akms 
knew too much—that is, far more than Ehrlichman—about the 
coming oil-and-gas shortage. 
“ Ehrlichman saw Akins as a threat," one Connally insider 
told us. “ Ehrlichman wanted to run the whole show, and the 
President apparently wanted him to run the whole show." The 
result: a dangerously weak energy policy. 
Trimming that swollen staff back to a maximum of 30 aide* 
is one side of the coin of Laird’s problem in reversing the flow 
of 
power into the White House, The other side of the 
coin—convincing cabinet members that they must now start 
running their own affairs for the first time in the Nixon ad- 
ministration—is going to be harder. 
I aird is now quietly visiting each cabinet department, 
spreading this alien doctrine to cabinet members and their top 
staffs: Don’t send your problems over to the White House 
anymore; handle them yourselves. For some of the passive, 
obsequious yes men of the cabinet who were turned into h- 
mouMne puppets by the Fhrlichman-Haldeman White House, 
the 1 aird order means trouble. 
‘ sdbie of these guys haven’t made a decision for months," 
one Laird lieutenant told us. “ They’ve almost forgotten how.’’ 
Since he moved into the White House June 18, Laird has 
been pounding hard on this theme: Stop shunting hard deci- 
sions off to the White House. 
If Laird’s scheme to reverse the power flow works, each 
department will gain influence over such matters as presiden­ 
tial vetoes of department bills, appointments to high office in 
each department and development of administration policy 


A power revolution 
H means, in short, a power revolution within the Nixon ad­ 
ministration, requiring almost as much change and perhaps a* 
much time as normally occurs when one administration re­ 
places another. 
In addition. Laird plans other changes which could trans­ 
form the White House from a dictatorial palace to a place 
where the President lives and the cabinet meets to help him 
make decisions. One sucb change: ending near total authority 
over middle-level personnel by a single office in the White 
House. To supervise the more loosely structured, decentralized 
personnel policy he has in mind, say Laird intimates, l^iird 
will put newly returned presidential aide Bryce Harlow in 
charge ol post-Watergate personnel policy. 
If Laird is able to make these changes, the result will be* a 
profoundly new and improved tone throughout the second Ni 
.on administration. If he cannot, Laird’s tenure as domestic 
While House chief may lie distressingly short

care in the state's penal institutions last 
year. 


“ This bill is one result of the com­ 
m ittee’s study.” he said. “ We heard tes­ 
timony ftom prison m edical staff that 
seldom, if ever, is the inm ate’s private 
physician contacted for consultation. 


“ A heavy reliance is placed on the in­ 
m ate’s recall of his medical history. Too 
often have we witnessed quality medical 
treatm ent only after a court order forces 
the prison to allow the inm ate’s private 
physician to treat him .” 


The bill expands a law passed by the 
legislature and signed by Gov. Ronald 
Reagan last year which allowed female 
inm ates to secure their own physician 
for pregnancy diagnosis and treatment. 


“ The concept is the sam e. No person 
who is willing to accept responsibility for 


the added costs can rightfully be denied 
m edical treatm ent from whomever they 
choose.” 
Local 
prison 
officials indicated 
they 
have very few requests by inm ates for 
their private physicians. 
“ We have had only one request during 
my four months here.” said Anthony An- 
tonuccio, associate superintendent at the 
California Institution for Women. 
That involved a resident who wanted 
her own dentist for some dental work. 
“ We had her checked by our staff dentist 
and she was satisfied. There 
was 
no 
problem .” 
The only problem that may develop 
would involve space, he added. “ U e do 
have our own hospital, clinic and m edic­ 
al staff." 


This 
would 
require 
m aintaining 
t 
schedule where outside doctors could use 
medical facilities while not used by the 
regular staff, he noted. 
An official at the nearby California In­ 
stitution for Men could also recall only 
one request for a private physician. 
Some problems could develop over 9 
conflict in diagnosis between the staff 
doctor and the inm ate’s private phys­ 
ician. The inmate may also ask for his 
private physician and his fam ily couldn’t 
afford the cost, he said. 
A good point, the spokesm an 
added, 
couid involve an inm ate being treated for 
an illness and making good progress un­ 
der one doctor. The 
inm ate woula 
feel 
com fortable in having that doctor contin­ 
ue the treatm ent, he added.

But the French clearly re­ 
garded the menu as an af­ 
front to their national honor 
and were treating the matter 
as a cause celebre. 
In Paris, apparently, a Ca­ 
bernet with beef is a bigger 
scandal than Watergate. One 


paper said the combination 
“ would make a gourmet faint 
in France.” 
If it will make the swoon- 
prone epicures feel any less 
giddy. 1 can report that Nixon 
has ordered an investigation 
to 
determine whether 
any 
members of his staff were in­ 
volved in choosing the wine. 
One source close to the in­ 
vestigation assured me that 
none outside the White House 
wine cellar knew in advance 
that Cabernet Sauvignon was 
being served. 
He swore the selection was 
made by backstairs personnel 
“ whose zeal exceeded their 
judgment.” 
There is no basis tor ru­ 
mors that top White House 
aides approved the selection 
and that the President him­ 
self may have been aware of 
it. this source averred.

is accurate, one big question 
arises —Why? Why risk of­ 
fending the French by serving 
a 
claret-type Cabernet Sau­ 
vignon with beef bordelaise 
when a Burgundy-type Pinot 
Noir was available? 
That question undoubtedly 
will send investigators scurry­ 
ing to the records to see whe­ 
ther any Cabernet Sauvignon 
vintners were among the ma­ 
jor contributors to Nixon’s 
1972 campaign. 
It is my own feeling that 
anti-Nixon elements 
in the 
French press seized upon the 
incident in an attempt to un­ 
dermine the Soviet-American 
detente. 
We all know that West Eu­ 
ropean countries fear their in­ 
fluence in world affairs will 
diminish as the United States 
develops 
closer 
ties 
with 
China and the Soviet Union. 


Now suppose that Brezhnev 
became convinced that Nixon 
had served him an inappro- 
p r i a t e wine. That surely 
would be a major setback in 
the effort to improve relations 
between the two countries. 
At the same time, it would 
e n h a n c e the prestige of 
France —making it appear 
that French advice on wine 
selection is indispensable to 
the 
conduct 
of 
American 
foreign policy. 
In sum. the wine flap may 
be a case of sour grapes.

CLAREMONT - A Clare­ 
mont botanist. Sherwin Car- 
lquisr. leaves Thursday on a 
seven-month hunt for a group 
ot plants known as pittospo- 
rales. 
The search will take him to 
Malaya, 
South 
Atrica 
and 
Brazil. 
He’ll 
be examining 
plants that range from a type 
that grows under water in ri­ 
vers to another that thrives in 
the African desert. No botan­ 
ist is sure if the pittosporales 
are really related or if they 
b e l o n g to various other 
groups. Carlquist hopes 
to 
find out. 
Carlquist 
is 
professor of 
botany at Claremont Gradu­ 
ate School and the affiliated 
Rancho Santa Ana Botanic 
Garden. He will send pickled 
specimens back to his labo­ 
ratory' here for microscopic 
study of the plants’ anatomy 
and eventually for classifica­ 
tion. 
Carlquist will be on sabba­ 
tical leave during the fall se­ 
mester. His research on the 
pittosporales 
will 
be 
sup­ 
ported by a $25.000 National 
Science Foundation grant and 
a $7.000 Guggenheim Founda­ 
tion fellowship. 
The whole project will take 
two years. Carlquist will pro­ 
duce a series of scientific pa­ 
pers and possibly a book or a 
section of a book. He has two 
books in 
process, 
one 
on 
evolutionary 
plant 
anatomy 
and one on wood anatomy. 
This 
August 
the 
Columbia 
University Press will 
issue 
his “ Island Biology.” a 650- 
page book that includes 1.50 
pages of photographs taken 
by Carlquist.

Cuts across barriers

N EW YORK (U PI) - It 
happened in the late Presi­ 
dent Kennedy’s family — a re­ 
tarded sister. It happened to 
the Charles de Gaulles—a re­ 
tarded daughter. 
Retardation cuts across all 
economic and social harriers, 
but the protection of legal and 
human rights of these esti­ 
mated six million Americans 
still has a long way to go. 
For instance, it’s estimated 
that 89 per cent of all re­ 
tarded persons are only mil­ 
dly retarded. If allowed to 
learn at their own pace, with 
teachers who understand their 
limitations, 
they 
can 
be 
taught social and vocational 
skills, earn their own living, 
vote, marry, and be a part of 
the community. 
This group, the majority, is 
called educable. 
“ Many, however, never get 
the chance and are denied 
rights and 
privileges 
that 
most of us take for . ranted. ’ 
says 
Elizabeth 
Ogg, 
who 
writes extensively of social 
problems. 
Miss 
Ogg 
examines 
the 
problems 
of 
these 
handi­ 
capped in her “ Securing the 
Legal 
Rights 
of 
Retarded 
Persons” , a new publication 
from the Public Affairs Com­ 
mittee, a 
nonprofit organ­ 
ization with New York head­ 
quarters. 
The booklet was prepared 
w i t h cooperation 
of The 
President’s 
Committee 
on 
Mental Retardation. 
It is in the publication that 
she refers to the Kennedy and 
de Gaulle girls and says that 
“ more people today unders­ 
tand that mental retardation 
is not a disgrace but a mis­ 
fortune that can happen in 
any family.” 
There are some 200 causes 
of retardation, she says, only 
a fraction genetic. 
There is no cure for retar­ 
dation, Miss Ogg writes. And 
it is not to be confused with 
mental illness or emotional 
disturbance. Rather it is the 
“ subaverage intellectual fun­ 
ctioning which originates dur- 


i n g 
the 
development 
pe­ 
riod.” 
Yet, she says, nearly 10 per 
cent of the patients in our 
public mental hospitals are 
retarded, not mentally ill, and 
the hospitals can do little to 
help them. 
More than 200.000 adults 
and children live in state in­ 
stitutions for the retarded, 
many of which are hardly 
more than warehouses, she 
says. And about 21,000 re­ 
t a r d e d persons, many of 
whom may be innocent, are 
in jail where they get no help 
and are often abused. 
Of that estimated six mil­ 
lion retarded, almost 2.5 mil­ 
lion are under 20 years of 
age- 
“ Although tax-supported in- 


vestment in special education 
has doubled in the past de­ 
cade, more than half of our 
school-age retarded still are 
not served either by the public 
schools or by state-funded 
special schools,” says Miss 
Og a 
toft* 
As for legal rights, whether 
the retarded have them “ de­ 
pends largely on geography 
and on the decisions of local 
officials,” she continues. In 
some states, parent, groups 
and professional organizations 
have banded together in de­ 
manding more public serv­ 
ices . . . and in lobbying for 
changes in state laws. 
“ But in most states, their 
(retarded persons) rights still 
are not recognized, much less 
guaranteed.”

36 inches long. 1 found that 24 
inches, the length of my pas­ 
try board, is enough, works 
better. (I also used a teas­ 
poon of vanilla and l/4 tps. le­ 
mon extract in the dough.* 
The dough is really elastic, so 
twist and pull, twist and pull 
to get what you want. 
On a greased baking sheet 
braid two of the ropes rather 
loosely, leaving a little space 
for the eggs. Rpeat on ano­ 
ther greased sheet with the 
other two ropes. Plant 6 eggs 
per cake at even intervals, 
pressing down a little. Cover, 
let rise until double. Dough 
will rise around the colored 
uncooked eggs for a nest ef­ 
fect. Before baking, brush 
dough spaces between eggs 
with the one egg beaten with 
a little water. Sprinkle the 
tiny candies. 
Bake at 365 degrees for 
about 20 to 25 minutes. Serve 
warm or reheat next day 
j wrapped in foil in a 350-degree 
ov en for 8 minutes.

LAS VEGAS, Nev. (U PI) - 
A study by University of Ne­ 
vada professors showed that 
a home swimming pool may 
fully recover its initial cost 
and continue to appreciate in 
value each year, adding to 
the price of the home when 
sold.

Most healthv young 
women would be uncomfor­ 
table and embarrassed were 
they to have this type of inti­ 
mate discussion with their 
fathers. 
Your wife is wrong in as­ 
suming that sex education 
leads vo promiscuity. Accord­ 
ing to studies, this is not the 
c a s e . Promiscuity among 
teenagers is more apt to re­ 
sult from an inadequate home 
life where there is too little j 
love and affection given to 
the children. 
Adolescent pregnancy has 
become a major 
problem, l 
with two out of five out-of- 
wedlock babies being born to 
teenage mothers. These girls 
a re 
prone 
to 
potentially 
serious consequences medical­ 
ly, educationally and socially. 
There is little doubt that 
teenage girls are more se­ 
xually active today than ever 
before so the subject of sex 
education and contraceptives 
cannot be ignored. 
To allow teenagers access 
to information about 
birth 
control does not mean that a 
parent condones premarital 
sex, but birth control is part 
of our present culture and in­ 
formation about it should not 
be denied to teenagers, any 
more than information about 
VD should be 
kept 
front 
them. 
It is important for teena­ 
gers to be aware of a preven­ 
tive program before they be­ 
come sexually active. The 
rehponsiblities of parenthood 
should also be discussed, for 
many teenagers become preg­ 
nant deliberately with full 
knowledge of all the meas­ 
ures of birth control. Often, 
insecure, lonely girls become 
pregnant to establish then

LINCOLN, Neb. (UP!) - A 
little pinch of that and a dash 
of this can add a “ something 
special” flavor to the most 
everyday type of meal.

Churchman calls for donations to replace tuition in parochial schools

One Catholic educator Mon­ 
day suggested that 
church 
schools replace tuition with 
donations in an effort to deal 
with the Supreme Court’s rul­ 
ing that states can no longer 
help subsidize parochial edu­ 
cation. 
Another said the decision 
could mean the end of paro- 
chocial education. Others said 


its effects, while damaging, 
would 
not 
be 
fatal. 
Oppo­ 
nents of public subsidy for 
church schools hailed the rul­ 
ing as a triumph lor their 
cause. 
“ I will recommend to our 
school board and all ot our 
schools to do away with the 
whole idea of tuition,” said 
Msgr. William Novicky, su- 


peqrintendent of the Cleve­ 
land Catholic Diocese schools. 
“ Instead I will ask all of our 
people to make donations to 
their churches for the educa­ 
tion of children.” 
Novicky, who noted that do­ 
nations were tax-free while 
tuition 
payments were 
not, 
said\ “ Either it is helping the 
churches or it is not, but if it 


is, then make it tax deduc­ 
tible.” 
Bishop John McDowrell. vi­ 
car ol education for the Pit­ 
tsburgh diocesen said his first 
reaction was “ stark disbelief” 
and called the decisions “ ano­ 
ther staggering blow to non­ 
public education.

bills okayed 


SACRAMENTO 
(U PI) 
- 
Legislation aimed at provid­ 
ing more housing for low and 
moderate income persons nar­ 
rowly cleared the Assembly 
Monday and moved to the 
Senate. 
One bill (AB2090) by As­ 
semblyman Lawrence Kapi- 
loff, D-San Diego would per­ 
mit local governments to re­ 
quire by law the inclusion of 
such housing in a subsidlvi- 
sion. The measure passed 41- 
28, the bare minimum re­ 
quired. 
Assemblyman Mike D. An­ 
tonovich, R-Los Angeles, op­ 
posed the bill, declaring it 
would restrict the 
amount 
that a house could be sold 
for. 
He had the same objection 
to a related bill (AB2144) by 
Assemblyman 
William 
T. 
Bagley, R-San Rafael. 
Bagiev’s bill, passed 44-28, 
would permit local govern­ 
ments to adopt regulations 
which would facilitate con­ 
struction of the housing by 
agreements among developers 
to restrict the sale or rental 
of the property to low and 
moderate income persons.

Being merry isi 
fattening and neither is eating if y ou do it with se 
control. Self-control is a result of repetitive, sele 
tive good eating habits.

Monterey Jack cheese is 
more than a delicious cheese 
w i t h a stra n g e -so u n d in g 
name. It’s a native Califor­ 
nian, and one of only four 
cheeses that have been devel­ 
oped in America. 
It is descended from the 
semi-soft Italian cheeses that 
fed Caesar’s armies. The Ro­ 
mans carried their cheese to 
Majorca, and from there it 
traveled to Spain. 
The Spaniards brought their 
Jove of cheese to the New 
World, where the product was 
produced throughout Mexico 
and finally in early Califor­ 
nia. 
Dairy herds and the art of 
cheesemaking 
were 
first 
brought to California by Fran­ 
ciscan 
missionaries in 
the 
1700s. Milk is credited with 
helping to keep the Monterey 
colony alive during the star­ 
vation penod between 1772 
and 1774. 
In better times, the padres 
often sent locally produced 
cheeses to the governor of 
California. 
However, the cheese was 
not 
commercially 
produced , 
until the 1800s. Señora Juana 
Cota de Boronda is credited 
with being the first cheese en­ 
trepreneur in the Monterey 
area. 
The Borondas were owners 
of Rancho de los Laureles, a 
large tract of land in the Car­ 
mel Valley. After her hus­ 
band was crippled in a horse­ 
back bullfighting accident, Se­ 
ñora Cota de Boronda began 
manufacturing cheese to sup­ 
port their 15 children. 
Using an old family recipe, 
she produced an 
excellent 
product, which she marketed 
as "Caso del Pals” - literal­ 
ly. the cheese of the region. 
Her venture was so success- 
ftiJ that other ranchers in the 
area began manufacturing ft 
to use excess milk. Manufac­ 
ture continued on a small 
scale until the 18Tdst when a 
Scot named David Jacks ar- I 
rived in Monterey.

Monterey Jack. 
A s d a i r y f n g developed 
throughout

J ack cheese extended north to 
Sonoma. Today, this national­ 
ly-known California product is 
manufactured

Sonoma, 
Pleasanton and Crescent City. 
Two types of Monterey Jack 
cheese are now being manu­ 
factured. The type most com­ 
monly seen in California mar­ 
kets is a

CHICAGO — Mercury, a 
naturally occurring metallic 
substance, is found in minute 
quantities in the air, water 
and soil, and in all plants and 
animals. The omnipresence of 
mercury in the environment 
has not. however, had any re­ 
cognizable toxic effect on the 
world's food supply, it is ex­ 
tremely doubtful that the con­ 
centration of mercury in the 
oceans 
has 
increased 
sig­ 
nificantly as a result of man’s 
use of the metal. 
Much of the publicity on 
m e r c u r y , associated with 
mercury poisoning in man, 
emerged in the past 20 years 
as the result of either the un­ 
controlled dumping of mercury 
wastes into bodies of water or 
the treating of seed grains 
with organic mercury’ com- 
pounds as a 
protection

In a report on mercury in 
food to be published in the 
Journal of Food Science, the 
Institute of Food Technolog­ 
ists’ Expert Panel on Food

several years. Only a few fish

popujl ir 
fish that have shown a rrmr- 
curv content exceeding ?0.5 
ppm. These two species * ac­ 
cumulate 
organic 
mercury 
compounds as they growf lar­ 


ger becausf* they 
consume 
vast 
quard ities 
of 
smaller 
fish. Since/both swordfish and 
tuna are j caught at sea, far 
from any f possible sources of 
industrial pollution, the mer­ 
cury’ in / their systems must 
come fitf-m natural sources. 


In fadi. analysis of museum 
specime ns of tuna caught dur­ 
ing th 
oeriod of 1879-1909 dis­ 
closes# that the contain levels 
of mi rcury a=. high as those 
in fifih being caught today. 
Scientists, therefore, conclude 
that, mercury’ levels in tuna, 
an<i very probably in sword- 
fbffi, 
have 
not 
appreciably 
civ mged in the past 90 years, 
av.d that man most probably 
hits for many years eaten 
tj.ma and swordfish with con- 
fjentrations of mercury higher 
than 
the 
established 
limit 
without signs of any harmful 
effects. 


Most experts agree that the 
0.5 ppm limit established by 
the FDA has a considerable 
margin of safety built into it. 
The report of the Expert Pa­ 
nel on Food Safety and Nutri­ 
tion concludes that on the 
basis of all available data, 
mercury does not seem to 
pose a threat to the U.S. food 
supply.

When the Royals came in to play the 
Angeles Monday night, it w»as the lirst 
•ime the young hurler had ever seen the 
Angels’ home park. 
“ I always went to see the Dodgers 
»lav,” he grinned. But now that he’s an 
American Leaguer, he’ll be happy to see 
games in the Big A. 
“ I’d like to be pitching rather than 
zatchmg,” he continued. “ But as long as 
we win the game it’s okay with me.” 
Bird did get to pitch in M o n d a y 
ught’s game. 
His team,

iidn’t win. But the former Pomona High 
mrler was impressive as he pitched two 
•xcellent innings in relief, fanning four oi 
he seven batters he faced and not allow- 
ng the Angels to hit a ball out of the 
infield.

back 
to 
Omaha just before the season opened. 
But he was recalled April 29 and, by co­ 
incidence. made his major league debut 
against Detroit with a scoreless perfor­ 
mance. The next time out he g*ve up 
one run in five innings. 
“ I’d rather start,’’ he admits, “ but I’ll 
do anything as long as 1 can stay here 
(in the big leagues).’’ 
Other than the obvious opportunities 
ind advantages offered in the major 
leagues, Bird disclosed one other. They 
wouldn’t let me grow a mustache in the 
minors.” he revealed.

NEW YORK - (NEA) - It 
all began innocently enough 
this 
spring. 
A 
12-year-old 
youngster in .Ypsilanti, Mich., 
heard about the Little League 
tryout in town. The youngster 
liked baseball 
and 
fancied 
that anyone could use a cen­ 
ter fielder who could cover 
ground and so, with glove and 
dream at the ready, showed 
up for the tryout. 
And made the team! 


And then was told that she 
might not be able to play be­ 
cause girls are supposed to be 
physically interior to boys. 
And yet, sa}*» Dr. Adele 
Hoffman, head of the Adole-.- 
cents Medical Unit in the De­ 
partment 
of 
Pediatrics 
of 
New York University, "girls 
at the Little League age may 
even have a physical advan­ 
tage over the boys of that 
age.** 
“ From the ages of 10 to M 
we know that girls generally 
mature about two years fas­ 
ter than boys. So it would 
seem that girls have in fact a 
physical 
advantage 
at 
the 
L i t t l e League age. Their 
growth 
s p u r t 
and 
their 
muscle masses increase at a 
greater rate. 


In fact, Carolyn King, the 
12-year-old 
Ypsilanti 
center 
fielder, is the largest player 
on her team. 
When the International Con­ 
gress of Little League, with 
headquarters in Williamsport 
P a , got wind of Carolyn’s 
triumph, they tried to farm 
her out to the Hop Scotch 
League, or wherever it is 
that girls get their exercise 
Williamsport threatened to re­ 
voke Ypsilanti’s charter if the 
young blonde darkened the 
diamond. 
“ I didn’t want to tell a little 
girl to go away.” said Wil­ 
liam Anhut, a local attorney 
and president of the Ypsilanti 
Little League. 
Little 
League games are 
played in public parks 
in 
Ypsilanti. And the City Coun­ 
cil said there would be no dis­ 
crimination by sex. 
However, section I of tie 
Little League rulebook states 
“ Girls 
are 
not 
eligible.” 
The rule is as old as the 
Little League, which began in 
1939. 
Anhut said that the Ypsi- 
lanti league is drawing up .i 
suit against Williamsport and 
plans to file it soon in Feder­ 
al District Court in Detroit. 
Anhut 
thinks 
he 
has 
a 
strong case. 
I he Little League is proud 
that it possesses a federal 
charter, which means that it 
is sanctioned by an Act of 
Congress. This puts it in th* 
same league as the American 
Red Cross, the Boy Scouts o! 
America and a handful mort* 
"No other sport is so hon­ 
ored by the federal govern- 


m e n t , ” boasts the Little 
League handbook. 
\nhut 
retorts, 
"If

fess knew they were dis­ 
criminating 
against 
girls,

Williamsport’s case is this 
baseball is unsafe for girls, 
especially when played with 


¡he reason 
that baseball 
“ on an integrated basis” is 
dangerous comes from 
Dr. 
Creighton Hale, a paid vice- 
president and medical con­ 
sultant of the Little League in 
Williamsport. 
Based 
on 
his 
research, 
which Hale admits is very 
limited, “ girls nave slower 
reflexes than boys.” 
Apparently, though, Carolyn 
King’s reflexes were at least 
as good as some of the boys 
she competed against. 
He also said that “ mis­ 
matches” can open up negli­ 
gence suits in court. “ There 
was one case where a big girl 
fell on a little girl,” he said. 
He did admit that a “ mis­ 
match” litigation might be as 
likely if a big boy fell on a 
little boy. 
Hale expressed concern that 
girls might be damaged for 
life, jf. for example, a base­ 
ball hit them hard in the 
chest. 
“ I’m not Impressed by that 
argument for keeping girts 
out of Little League,” said 
Dr.

Neither is a mental dummy either. Each has a good head, 
ut there are some people, and that includes me, who would 
nave to question (heir thinking in regard to a particular proce­ 
dure Deing considered by the NFL in its drug abuse program. 
the procedure is called urinalysis, which, plain and simple, 
means the chemical analysis of urine to determine the pre­ 
sence of any foreign bodies. 
O.J. Simpson, an MVP with the Buffalo Bills this past sea­ 
son, and Larry Brown, who helped the Washington Redskins 
get to the Super Bowl, both are against drugs. That goes 
without saying. 
Both also are against urinalysis tests for NFL players, and 
the chief reason that came up at all Tuesday was because 
Pete Rozelle, the NFL commissioner, announced adoption of 
some new procedures in the league’s drug abuse program. 
So tur, urinalysis isn’t among the new procedures the NFL 
has adopted, but Rozelle says the idea has not been rejected, 
it s still being considered. 


It might be adopted 
I here is a chance urinalysis will be adopted by the NFL, 
which is eager to preserve its clean image, and despite the 
feelings of O.J. Simpson and Larry Brown, I can’t see any 
harm it would do. 
The procedure is used to good advantage in the Olympics 
and in the World Soccer championships where the referee 
picks two players at random from each team in every match 
that is held. 
Simpson and Brown both claim the test is “ de-humamzing.” 
“ I’m against it,” says O.J. “ I don’t take bennies’ or any­ 
thing else, and 1 don’t like anyone forcing me to take a test. 
I’m a human being. Urine tests are okay for cows or horses, 
but I’m not an animal.” 
Brown says pretty much the same thing. 
“ I think this whole thing about drugs has been blown out of 
proportion,” he says. “ We shouldn’t even be discussing hard 
drugs in pro football. We should only be discussing ’ups’ and 
’downers.’ As for doing urinalysis on us players, it’s dehuma­ 
nizing. 1 wouldn’t do it.'* 
In a way, both Simpson and Brown are over-reacting some­ 
what. 
It’s difficult to buy their theory about urinalysis being “ de­ 
humanizing” and “only for animals” because everybody at 
some time in his life has been asked to submit a specimen by 
his doctor. 
And if the players think this is de-humanizing, what would 
they say about those in the laboratory who have to do the 
actual analysis? I’d like to point out to Messrs. Simpson and 
Brown that some of the finest physicians in the world at one 
tune or another have done such analysis as part of their me­ 
dical education. 
O.J. says that submitting to urinalysis would give him the 
leeling he ’isn’t being trusted.” 1 can understand such a reac­ 
tion, initially, but I think if he takes some time and thinks it 
all out he will readily see where that isn’t the underlying 
reason why the NFL might adopt such a procedure. The 
league doesn’t mistrust its players, it is simply bent on prov­ 
ing to the paying public that it will do everything in its power 
to eliminate any possible drug abuse. 


Beneath them to agree 
My feeling is that Simpson and Brown, as superstars, thmk 
it might, be somewhat beneath them to agree at this time that 
the procedure could be effective. The feeling is strengthened 
when O.J., talking about urinalysis tests for the players, says, 
“ a lot of borderline cases may have to do it, but I don’t think 
the stars will. It comes down to an individual’s rights.” 
All of which brings to mind the famous case of the Belgian 
cyclist some years back. 
Drug use among cyclists is more pronounced than it is in 
most other sports, and in this particular case, the cyclist knew 
drug deposits would show up in his specimen, so he merely 
substituted his wife’s instead. 
Upon examination, one oi the officials came over to the 
Belgian eyelet and said: 
‘'Congratulations. V o u’r e pregnant!’ 
The »tory is a true one, and the cyclist was, quite naturally, 
disqualified.
